Messrs. West and Hanneu, speaking 
for the entire] party, report' a most 
enjoyable trip, and wondered how 
such great improvements and won- 
derful changes could occur in so 
short a length of time. They said 
there were opportunities for invest 
ment of capital all along the route, 
and some of the party that left 
Chicago one month ago were by no 
means backward in taking advantage 
of the tempting opportunities, They 
think the immense plains, and plains 
of Oregon particularly, inviting to 
capitalists, as the lauds are cheaper 
and the ranges boundless. 
The 


English gentlemen said, upon their 
return home they expected to be 
questioned very closely about their 
trip and intended to tell the truth to 
all people, both capitalists aud young 
men of moderate circumstances. They 
would advise capitalists to send 
agenta to this country with the view of 
making extensive investments along 
the line of the Northern Pacific and 
to young men they would say that 
some of this country presented ad- 
vantages for them that would event- 
ually prove of great benefit. Mr, 
West also agreed 
wifeli Professor 


Hoffman that the German laboring 
classes were needed to develop the 
country through which they have 
just passed, and thought tbnt next 
season would witness the largest 
German emigration to America of 
any previous year.

man proposes to make a special effort 
to induce his countrymen in com- 
fortable circumstance* to locate ID 
the United States.

IN NEVAIK4. 


The Battls Mountain Messenger very 


aptly remarks that "there are many fer- 
tile valleys in tae State of Navad which, 
with proper cultivation, would pioduoe 
large crops of grain or alfalfa; and in a 
great many instances there is an abun- 
dance of. water to irrigate thousands of 
acre* of sagebrush land, bat our com- 
munity, as a rule, are not of tho farm- 
ing kind. j_It se«n.s to be the rule with 
people who come to this State, that bv 
some luoky chanca they will becomf 
rich with but little labor on then- part. 
People ia other States and Territories 
are contented to settle down and grow 
up with the country, and are satisfied if 
they, in their oid age, have sufficient 
for their daily wants. No one appeals 
to have that idea in settling her*. In 
building their homes, in nearly every 
case, they excuse the flimsy struoture 
with the remark, 
'Well, it's good 


enough for me, I don't intend to stay 
here more than two or throe years, any 
way.' And, as raining is about the 
only business in which a fortnno can 
be made ia a short time, our commun- 
ity is principally a mining one. Few 
men ever pause to aek themselves tho 
question as to how great a number of 
those who have devoted the principal 
part of their live* to prospecting have 
become millionaires, or even obtained 
a competency. The average is veiy 
small; but all seem to labor under the 
impression thae-fhey will be the lucky 
ones. Thus many an opportunity to 
settle down, obtain a good home, and 
lay up a few dollars for the time when 
their youth shall have passed, and old 
age is crawling upon them, is allowed 
to go by, and yet they have not found 
the bonanza which, in a few years,-was 
to rank them among the millionaires of 
the United States."

Some attribute the 
difficulty to the low stage of water in 
the Truckee river and the consequent 
drying op of the sloughs and swamp 
lands. If this be the cause, then the 
farmers should club together and en- 
deavor to raise sufficient funds to lower 
the channel of the river through the 
rooky gorge at the head of tha canyon 
below the Meadows, and 
effectually 


drain all the low lands in that vicinity. 
Should the farmers go to work at this 
m earnest they would undoubtedly re- 
ceive material aid from the merchants 
and other 
business men in Reno. 


While the scheme might benefit a few 
directly, by draining and rendering 
productive, lands that are cow practi- 
cally worthless, nevertheless every far- 
mer in thai locality is interested in re- 
moving from his midst that diseaae 
breeder, if indeed the overflowed lands 
in that vicinity are such. Farmers liv- 
ing on the verge of the overflowed sec- 
tion are not the only ones affected, for 
in all dry seasons such a swamp will 
spread its baneful influence for miles 
in all directions. Every farmer on the 
Meadows is, therefore, directly interes- 
ted, and as the people of Beno are in- 
terested in the prosperity of the farm- 
er!, there should be a united effort 
to remedy the evil

plicable to other contracts. When 
the publisher, without request from 
the party either expressed or implied, 
sends a paper, the mere fact that the 
party addressed takes the paper from 
the Postoffice does of itself create the 
obligation to pay for the paper. 


A FIBXD FOB CAPITALIST*. 


(Battle Mountain Messenger.) 


Throughout the State of Nevada 


there are many very valuable mineral 
deposits, but it requires capital to 
develop them, and the question nat- 
urally arises how can capitalists or 
their representatives be induced to 
visit our mining districts and be led 
to invest in them. There is no doubt 
if the mines were properly and in- 
telligently explored, and the ores re 
duced by .the cheapest proegas adapt- 
ed to the character of the different 
varieties of the precious metals which 
abound throughout the State of No 
vada, very large profits could be made 
and a higher rate of interest obtained 
than from any other invest man t now 
open to capitalists. 
It fcaa been 


proved beyond dispute that miuing 
for the precious metals is no more a 
gamble than any other field open to 
speculators. All the gambling—if any 
—that has been done in mining has 
been done by the stockholders, they 
haying been the principal factors in 
bringing mining into its present 
state of depression. It appears to 
us that if the mine owners in the 
different districts throughout the 
State would gather together a fair 
representation of 'the ores to be ob- 
tained in their respective mining 
camps, properly label them with data 
as to the depth at which the ore was 
extracted, size of the ledge, facilities 
for obtaining wood and water, and 
agree upon some one of the large 
business centers of the Eastern States 
as a point at which their samples 
could be placed on exhibition, it 
would result in great good, to the 
State. Anyone of the' great' cities 
would be glad to have such a selec- 
tion as could be sent from this State 
placed on permanent exhibition in 
one of their public buildings, where 
they could be inspected by those in- 
terested iu mines or mining; but as 
long as those interested in mines sit 
down and wait for capital to come 
and hunt them up, just so long will 
the mining camps remain as dull as 
they are at present.
